It  is  a  difa'grecabkr,  but  at  the  fame 
time  jufl  obfervation,  that.beTides  thofe 
imperfeClioiiH  which  arc  infcparable  from 
human  nature*,  there  are  nunibcrkfs 
more  remote  circumflauces  which  mar 
its  progrefs,  and  prevent  it  from  arriving 
at  that  degree  of  perfection  which  it 
fcfms  fitted  to  receive  in  its  prefent  con* 
dition.  The  liiitury  of  nations  is  but 
too  juflly  termed  the  common  place  of 
human  w'ickednefs;  too  often  *  have  ^a 
train  of  vices,  and  tbe  miferies  of  maa- 
tkind  which  iltcic  own  mutual  quarr^s 
have  cccafioned,  made  up  iU  difmal  con¬ 
tents.  Hiftory  affords  us  but  few  pc- 
riodt,  and  thefe,  too,  of  fhpit  aiuration, 
in  which  the  tafle,  manners,  and  public 


correfponded  to  the  great  ^ncipkrs 
juftice  and  benevolence,  which  make  a

and  wlwb  thty  ftWom  rdUT^ 
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their  advancement  or  decline,  yet,  un¬ 
happily  tor  mankind,  their  continuation 
in  tljc  former  haj;  been  much  longer  than 
in  the  latter  of  thefe  two  contrary  condi- 
tioim  :  but  we  may  obferve,  that  in  coin- 
penl'ation  for  t!ie  llowncfs  and  dillieulty 
of  civilizing'  human  nature,  and  for  the 
Ihort  duration  of  improved  fiK*iety  cve-n 
after  it  is  attained,  the  fruits  of  indullry 
Jnd  tattc  are  lalling  and  permanent. 
W’hcre-ever  the  fublimc  truths  of  philo- 
fqphy  have  been  difcoveicd,  or  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  la  Ac  cultivated,  there  men  have 
acquired  a  merit  and  a  glory  that  will  ne¬ 
ver  pafs  away.  While  the  ofVspring  of 
genius  a?id  taAc  liave  acquired  immortal 
reputation,  the  efVetJts  ambition,  igno¬ 
rance,  and  fanaticifm,  ha\e  been  fwal- 
lowed  up  in  the  unhappy  times  which 
prcxlucctl  them. 

Upon  a  furvey  of  the  hiAory  of  litera¬ 
ture,  wc  are  apt  to  be  convinced  that  the 
II  ituie  of  the  government  and  extent  of 
territory  polfcircd  by  a  particular  nation, 
has  an  immediRte  influence  on  the  works 
that  depend  upon  genius  and  tafU*.  It 
ha...  in  gener.il,  been  found  lh.il  great 
empires  fmk  aiid  debafe  the  human  fpe- 
eies.  The  liber.d  art^  .ire  not  only  (low 
in  their  improvement  in  r)vergn)wn  fo- 
cietic*',  Init  are  fekhnn  eanietl  to  tli.at 
pitrh  of  peifeOtion  in  wh.ieh  they  have 
lu  en  fonnd  in  communities  of  moderate 
extrip  ;  tlurc  not  only  the  ufiful  arts 
h.ive  been,  improved,  but  all  thofe  prin¬ 
ciples  wliich  arc  the  orn.iments  of  human 
nature,  h.oc  rteeived  the  higlu  A  degree 
of  cultivation.  Accordingly,  the  fubjedts 
of  the  cxtenfivc  and  defj  otic  empires  of 
the  e.'iA,  Tow  in  every  improvement, 
have  been  particularly  A.atii.nary  in  their 
ailv.uicr ment  to  perfection  in  the  fine 
arts.  As  the  orn.iments  of  life  arc  only 
attended  to  after  its  neeeflaries  are  pro¬ 
vided,  it  might  have  been  txpedied  that 
tlie  eaftern  mitioiis,  who  lhare  fo  largely 
of  the  gift«  of  Nature,  wtiuKl  Iiave  paved 
the  wiy  for  the  rcA  of  mankind  to 
genuine  t.sAe  and  refinement  of  manners. 
Ibit,  not withA.inding  thefe  fuperior  ad¬ 
vantages,  .a  good  taAe  is  far  from  Ixing 
prevalent  among  the  orientals.  One  will 
be  wretchedly  difappointed  if  he  cxpt*dts 
to  find  gre.at  improvement  amor^g  them 
in  any  ufeful  or  agreeable  art.  However 
Imexpciftc'd  the  difeoverv’  may  have  Ixrcn, 
genius  is  found  to  refide  in  colder  and 
lefs  fruitfbl  climes.  F.nrope,  which  is  di¬ 
vided  by  fo  many  mountains  and  rivers, 
Appears  to  h»vc  been  ddllficd  by  Nature 


for  Aates  of  a  more  moderate  fize  :  it  h^* 
alfo  been  its  happy  delliny  to  enjoy  go¬ 
vernments  whiih.  In  general,  have  fa¬ 
voured  lefs  of  ll.ivery  and  defpotifm  than 
any  other  p.n  l  of  the  globe  :  thi.'?,  accor¬ 
dingly,  is  the  (juarter  in  which  human 
nature  has  appeared  to  the  greateA  ad¬ 
vantage  ;  It  i.s  in  this  cpiarter  that  we  arc 
conltantly  to  fearch  for  diverfity  of  cha¬ 
racter,  m)blenefs  of  fentiment,  the  moA 
amiable  virtues,  and  the  greateft  vices. 
'I'he  finaller  focielies  of  Europe,  ])er|>e- 
tually  at  war  with  a  cold  clim.ite  and  un¬ 
grateful  foil,  have  found  Icifure  to  im¬ 
prove  the  underllanding,  and,  by  carry¬ 
ing  the  arts  to  their  highcA  pitch  of  per¬ 
fection,  have  brought  otf  frian  their  rich¬ 
er,  but  more  indolent  I'tighbours,  the 
prize  of  honour  which  v^  'li  never  pafs  a- 
way.  The  ol>fcrvatM»ii  in.ide  by  Petro- 
nius  will,  ]  apprelierd,  account  for  thefe 
facts.  I'he  rajiid  growtli  and  perfeClion 
of  th'*  liberal  ai  ls,  in  a  fmal!  ftatc,  is  the 
tfieCl  of  cir.’ilation.  Their  How  pn.grefr 
in  .1  great  mori.iiehy  is  owing,  in  a  great 
meafurc,  to  the  want  of  it.  It  feema  to 
Ih  an  invariable  law  with  the  Iiuman  fa¬ 
culties,  th.it  they  c.an  only  be  improved 
by  repenletl  exereife.  The  priimiples  of 
t.iAe,  as  well  as  ihe  moral  fenfe,  is  coeval 
with,  us;  both,  however,  require  much 
cultivation.  I’he  moral  fenfe,  among 
favages,  is  faint  and  obfeure  ;  and  it  is 
not  till  they  arc  frequently  exereifed, 
th.it  the  principles  of  taAe  begin  to  be 
more  perfectly  developed. 

'J'hat  Aate  of  indolence  and  depreflion 
in  which  the  fubjects  of  a  defpotic  go¬ 
vernment  pafs  their  lives,  not  only  pre¬ 
vents  them  from  making  progrefs  in  fei- 
ence,  or  aiming  at  rtfineinent  in  man¬ 
ners,  but  often  threatens  the  annihilation 
of  every  public  virtue.  The  great  inc- 
qu.ility  of  r.iiik  which  takes  place  in  fiich 
governments,  is  alfo  extremely  unfavou¬ 
rable  to  the  improvement  of  the  human 
mind.  It  is  a  confideraiion  mortifying  to 
human  pride,  that  millions  Aiould  be 
confined  to  perpetual  labour,  for  the  fake 
of  a  fingle  man.  As  uncontrouled  domi¬ 
nion  corrupts  the  monarch,  fo  flavery  na¬ 
turally  debafes  the  minds  of  the  people. 
If,  then,  the  maxim  of  Petronius  be  a  juA 
one,  that  a  virtuous  emulation  is  moA  fa¬ 
vourable  to  genius,  and  that  the  happy 
fruits  of  it  are  only  to  be  enjoyed  by  the 
diligent  and  induArious,  we  cannot  cR- 
pt  Ct  great  improvement  under  a  goycra- 
incnt  fuch  as  lliis.  In  the  retired  life  pf

It  is  reported  of  Ju¬ 
lius  Ciefar,  that  of  the  vail  multitiidea 
who  paA'ed  by  the  llatue  ot  Alexander, 
he  alone  beheld  it  with  tears  in  his  eyes, 
ri  fleeting  tbtrt  he  had  performed  none  of 
tl'.ofe  extraordinary  actions  for  which 
that  hero  was  famous  wlien  of  the  fame 
age  with  himlVlf.

CiiARACTr.?.  f)/  Gustavus  Adolphus. 

CtUSTAVUS  A  DOLPHUS,  flirnnmed 
T  the  Great,  was  king  of  Sweden. 
He  was  born  at  Stockholm  iu  1594,  ant! 
fiiccccvled  to  the  throne  of  Sweden  in 
1611.  He  was  a  noble,  juA,  affable,  and 
generous  prince,  will  acipiainted  with 
the  duties  of  his  A.^tion,  which  he  took 
care  to  fulfd.  He  yave  good  laws  to  his 
people,  and  faw  them  executed :  he 
corrected  many  abiifts  in  the  mode  of 
g''vcrrmeiit,  auim.iletl  and  encoulagcd 
the  indiiltry  of  his  fubjeCts,  and  cherifh- 
cd  nurit  and  nfefnl  t.alents  wheie-ever 
He  found  them  :  he  honoured  and  culti¬ 
vated  tlie  Relies  Lettres,  arts  aiul  feien- 
ct  s.  I'he  Andy  of  hiAory  and  the  mili¬ 
tary  art  formed  hi.s  moA  pleafmg  amufe- 
ments.  He  was  clotj^uent,  fond  of  ha¬ 
ranguing,  and  fjiokc  feveml  languages 
with  Aurncy.  He  knew  how  to  com¬ 
mand,  and  to  make  himfelf  obeyed  ;  to 
att.ich  himfelf  to  his  oAlcers  and  troops, 
to  cncour.agc  his  army,  to  infpeCt  all 
their  motions,  and  to  be  the  lift  and  foul 
of  every  thing.  He  traced  the  cliar.aClcr, 
vices,  .mil  talents  of  his  enemies,  ami 
Audied  the  inteiefrs  and  views  of  his  al¬ 
lies.  His  ready  genius  gave  him  the  af- 
ceiidency  in  every  thing  ;  and  no  prince 
knew  men  better,  nor  more  pro\K'riy  how 
to  employ  them.  Glory  was  his  ru¬ 
ling  paAion  ;  and  hence  his  courage  in 
battle  was  rather  rafh  than  prudent  in  a 
general  and  a  king,  though  the  compa¬ 
nions  of  his  victories  placed  him  in  the 
rank  of  the  able  A  warriors.  His  body 
was  rovmil  with  wounds,  for  he  expo- 
fed  himfelf  to  the  firr  of  the  enemy 
equally  with  the  moA  common  foldier.^ 
This  livro  had  a  m.arU.al  and  tnajcftic 
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countenance ;  his  features  were  bokl, 
without  having  any  thing  in  them  fevere 
or  torbidiling  ;  and  his  air  was  graceful, 
lilcaling,  and  familiar.  His  flature  was 
of  a  middling  lize ;  and,  though  very 
ct);pulent,  he  was  exceedingly  nimble 
?iui  aolive.  Some  writers  fevercly  cen- 
fi::v  him  for  his  attachment  to  women, 
tor  fiitrcring  his  anger  to  be  eafil/  pro- 
Noked,  and  for  facriticing  himfelt  to 
wine,  in  conformity  to  the  cuftom  of  his 
country,  and  the  times  he  livetl  in,  tho* 
lie  had  no  natural  proj^entity  to  either  of 
thole  pallions.  When  his  body  was 
opened  after  his  death,  his  heart  was 
found  to  he  much  larger  than  the  laws 
of  nature  ufually  allow 

(iuftavus  was  fiery  and  impetuous, 
very  fevere,  but  neverthclefs  jutl  and 
eijuitablc.  One  day,  as  his  army  was 
tiling  off  before  him,  he  grew  angry  with 
Seton,  who,  endeavouring  to  ex- 
Cufe  himlelf  for  his  midakc,  received  a 
violent  blow  on  the  face  from  the  han<I 
of  Gultaviis.  This  correction  was  the 
more  cruel  and  dilhonourabic,  fince,  be¬ 
ing  given  in  public,  it  deprived  the  colo- 
ntl  of  all  hopes  of  rctatiation,  Seton, 
llius  cruelly  Immhled,  immediately  de- 
in  mded  his  difeharge,  which  was  grant¬ 
ed,  and  he  retired.  Guftaviis,  on  his  re¬ 
turn  to  his  palace,  ctxdly  reflecting  on 
vvliat  liad  patP-il,  foon  perceived  his  er¬ 
ror  in  Ifiu'j  dilhonouiing  an  ufeful  fub- 
jed,  and  ordered  tlie  colonel  immediate¬ 
ly  into  his  prefence  ;  but  Seton  was 
goue,  as  fuppofed.^to  enter  into  the  Da- 
nilh  fcrvice.  (Jiifhavus  inttantly  tjiiitted 
the  palace,  mounted  his  horfe,  and,  at¬ 
tended  only  by  a  few  domcttics,  flew  to¬ 
wards  the  bontiers  which  feparated 
Sweden  fr<»m  Denmark.  Ouftavus  over¬ 
taking  the  colonel  on  the  Danifh  borders, 
went  up  t(»  him  ;  “  Cohiiiel  (faid  he), 
you  h.lve  been  iiijured,  and  I  was  the 
iMufc  of  it.  1  am  forry  for  it,  becaufe  I 
cdeem*d  you.  I  am  com?  here  to  give 
you  latiafaCtion,  being  now  out  of  my 
own  dominions.  Here  Seton  ami  Gut- 
lavus  are  equal :  here  arc  a  brace  of  ptf- 
tols  and  two  fworJs ;  revenge  tlie  in- 
fult  if  you  can."  Seton,  aftoniflird  at 
tuch  noble  condefeenfion,  threw  himiclf 
at  the  feet  of  Ouftavus,  thankerl  him 
gratefully  fjr  the  fatisfadtion  he  had  con- 
tlcfcended  to  give  liirn,  and  fwore  an 
rlemal  fidelity  to  his  fcrvkc  :  Guftavus 

*  dr  Cbrijlhic^  par  'Jf.  Lac^ifAe, 


embrace*!  liim,  and  they  returned  toge¬ 
ther  to  Stockholm,  where  the  king  him- 
felf,  in  the  prefence  of  all  it  is  *.*i»iirtierB, 
related  what  had  pafled  between  him 
and  Seton. 

This  prince,  like  Scipio,  ptirfued  ftudy 
and  the  arts  amidft  his  military  fatiguei. 
lie  would  fometimes  pleafintly  fty,  •*  f 
will  fhow  Grotiiis  the  difference  In  tween 
theory  and  prartice,  ami  how  eafy  it  is 
to  preferibe  rides,  but  how  di.'ticult  to 
bring  them  into  real  ufe." 

During  his  war  with  Poland,  he  laid 
ficgc  to  Riga,  whic.'i  he  afterv/anU  car¬ 
ried.  As  he  cxpofcti  himfcli*  to  great 
danger  during  this  ficgc,  he  was  advhed 
to  be  more  careful  of  hiinfcif:  “  Kings 
(anfwercd  he,  fmiling)  fcKlixn  die  in 
battles  or  fieges." 

In  lefs  than  a  year  Ouftavus  conquer¬ 
ed  the  greater  part  of  Germany,  and 
overturned  every  thing  which  oppofed 
his  arms.  While  he  was  bclieging  In- 
golftad,  his  horfe  wms  fliot  uiuler  him  by 
a  cannon-ball ;  an  officer  having  fled 
his  afliftance,  the  king  faid  to  him  very 
ixxdly,  “  I  have  nicely  efeaped,  but  it  is 
plain  the  pear  is  not  yet  rijK*." 

•  On  another  occalion,  his  chancellor 
liefeeching  him  not  to  har.ard  his  life  to 
fneh  danger.,  the  king  anfwercd  him  a 
little  haftily,  “  You  are  aliv;ays  too  cokl 
in  affairs,  and  flop  me  in  my  career."— 
“  It  is  true.  Sire  Uvpiicd  the  cfuncel!or)» 

I  am  cold  ;  but,  were  I  not  fometimes  to 
temper  your  fire  with  my  ice,  you  would 
lon^  fince  have  been  con  fumed." 

GuftavuH,  amidft  all  his  fticceffes,  kept 
up  a  ftriiit  military  difciplinc.  As  he 
well  knew  that  private  quarrels  i^'cre  de- 
ftriiiftive  to  an  army,  he  declared  it  death 
for  any  one  to  fight  a  duel.  Some  tinxe 
after  the  declaration  of  this  law,  two  fu- 
perior  who  had  quarrelled,  afk- 

ed  permiflion  of  the  king  to  deride  the 
difimtc  with  their  fwords.  Ouftavus, 
tliough  at  firft  enraged  at  thequeftiofi, 
neveithdefs  confented,  hut  infiffrd  on 
lying  prefent  at  tfie  comivat,  for  which 
he  appointed  the  hour  and  pkice.  He 
fert  thither  a  body  of  infantry,  who 
ft)r7ned  a  circle  nuind  the  champions’ 
and  then  calling  the  executioner,  laid  to 
him,  "  My  friend,  the  momeul  In  which 
you  fee  one  killed,  do  you  cut  olT  tbr 
head  of  the  other."  At  thefe  words  the 
officers  were  ftruek  molionlefii,  hat 
covering,  they  threw  tinuitilres  et  m 
king's  feet,  implored  lus  panlout  Moa 
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fwore  an  eternal  fnendihlp  to  each  other. 
From  that  time  not  a  duel  was  heard  of 
in  the  Swedilh  army  f  • 

This  prince,  after  haring  mack  him- 
felf  famous  over  all  Europe,  was  killed 
at  the  batik  of  LuUen,  which  he  gained 
over  the  Imperialifts  on  the  16th  of  No- 
rember  1631,  in  the  thirty-eighth  year  of 
liift  age.  lie  was  fiiit  wounded  by  a 
muiket-ball,  which  broke  his  arm.  The 
cry  inflantly  was,  The  king  is  wound¬ 
ed.**  But  Guftavus  with  great  difficul¬ 
ty  afkding  a  ferene  countenance,  faid. 

There  is  nothing  in  it,  follow  me,  and 
charge  the  enemy.’*  At  the  fuac  time 
he  leaned  towards  the  prince  of  Saxe- 
Lawenlnirg,  and  faid  in  a  low  voice, 
•*  My  coulin,  1  have  enough  of  it,  and 
am  in  great  pain  :  endeavour  to  get  me 
hence.*’  Scarcely  had  he  pronounced 
thife  w’ords,  when  another  ball  put  an 
end  to  his  life.  He  fell  from  his  horfe 
pronouncing  thefe  words,  “My  God ! 
my  Ocxl  !’*  and  was  afterwards  found 
among  a  heap  of  ckad  and  dying. 

The  allies  of  Guftavus  lamented  his 
death ;  but  the  mean  joy  of  his  enemies, 
and  particularly  of  the  Spaniards,  call  an 
additional  luftrc  on  the  alhes  of  this  hero. 
Philip  IV.  had  even  the  meaonefs  to  be 
prefent  at  a  tragedy,  or  rather  a  bur- 
Irfque  farce,  called  “  The  Death  of  the 
King  of  Sweden,*’  the  reprefentation  of 
M’hich  Ufted  twelve  days.

A  SrciCH  Off  Complaisance. 

MaPtESIDENT, 

N  the  nature  of  every  individual  there 
is  fomething  original  that  ferves  to 
diftinguiih  him  from  other  men ;  that 
tends  to  form  his  charadcr,  to  render 
him  meek  or  fiery,  candid  or  deceitful, 
rcfolutc  or  timorous,  chearful  or  morofe, 
complaifant  or  uncivil.  Such  an  origi¬ 
nal  Ixnt  or  frame  may  be  tenned  difpoli- 
tion,  and  ought  to  be  diftinguifhed  tfom 
principle ;  for  this,  fignifying  a  law  of 
human  nature,  conftitutes  part  of  the 
common  nature  of  man  ;  but  that,  as  it 
is  to  be  found  but  in  individuals,  makes 
part  of  the  nature  of  this  or  of  that  man 
unly. 

Of  all  the  amiabk  dirpofttions.  Sir, 
which  fene  to  adorn  the  human  charac¬ 
ter,  complaif.mce  (the  I'ubjcd  of  this

night’s  reafoning)  is  by  no  means,  1  ap¬ 
prehend,  one  of  the  leaff  confiderabk : 
Exercenda  etiam  eft  facilitCLS^  fays  Cicero, 
ne  ft  irafeammr  out  intemprfti%fe  arcedenii* 
bujf  out  impudenter  roganubm%  in 
tmtem  inuiilem  et  odiofam  ineidamm*  But 
what.  Sir,  is  complaifance  ?  the  cringing 
flatter^'  of  paralites,  or  the  defpicable 
adulation  of  fvoophants  ?  an  unlimited 
compliance  with  the  opinions  and  cor¬ 
rupt  manners  of  man,  or  that  ftudkd 
and  artificial  courteiy  learned  in  the 
fchoul  of  the  world  ?  No.  Or  admitting 
this,  it  will  be  bed  denoqiinated  falM 
complaifance.  What  is  it.  then.  Sir? 
It  is  an  agreeable  and  pltafiDg  behavi¬ 
our  ;  that  amiable  difpofition  of  mind 
which  tends  to  render  men  affable,  in 
their  addrefles,  and  gentle  in  their  de¬ 
meanour,  condaiitly  ready  to  oblige,  and 
to  be  obliged  by  others ;  that  difpofftion 
which  renders  them  habitually  kind  to 
friends,  courteous  to  ffrangers,  and  tp 
enemies  patkot  and  long-futfering. 

Having  thus  briefly  defined  complai- 
fance,  and  diftinguiflied  the  true 
the  falfe,  what  1  intend  in  the  fequel  is, 
to  point  out  fome  of  its  happieft  eifeAs 
on  focicty.  Put  the  cafe,  Sir,  that  com¬ 
plaifance  w'as  baniihed  out  of  the  world  ; 
that  none  but  men  of  peevifh  and  difeon- 
tented  minds  were  to  be  found  in  it ; 
would  not  the  barren  defart  and  the 
howling  wildeniefs  be  a  fituation  more 
agreeable  than  the  haunts  of  men  ?  But 
complaifance  renders  fociety  agreeable, 
and  tends  to  increafe  mutual  enjoyment, 
it  mitigates  the  rage  of  contenmng  par¬ 
ties,  and  makes  even  men  of  inte^eriiig 
intereffs  fuciable.  Is  the  complaifant 
man  my  intimate  friend  ?  How  much 
does  this  amiabk  difpofition  endear  him 
to  my  affedion.  In  his  prefence  I  ex¬ 
ceedingly  rgoice.  In  liis  abfence  what 
pleafiDg  emotions,  produ^ive  of  a  ftrong 
defire  of  being  rcAonrd  to  hb  company, 
does  the  remembrance  of  hU  former 
agreeabk  behaviour  excite  in  my  mind  I 
Should  1  meet  him  by  chance  on  the  .way, 

0  qui  fmpUxtUf  ei  gaudia  qtumtm  !

Is  he  a  national  enemy  ?  Even  in  tIi|B 
character  he  w  ill  aA  nothing  unworthy 
of  himfelf,  and  therefore  cannot 
gain  my  efteem  ;  for,  far  from  taldEg 
every  advantage  of  me  that  ht  po^W 
may,  he  will,  on  the  contrary,  if  occffl* 
offers,  adt  the  part  of  that  gengtwis 
man  Fabricius,  who,  when  PyiriiBiri 
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phyfician  came  to  him  by  night,  ofTering 
to  take  off  his  mafter  by  poifon^  if  he 
would  reward  him  for  the  a^ion,  order¬ 
ed  him  to  be'  carried  back  bound  to 
the  camp,  and  Pyrrhus  to  be  told  what 
he  had  odkred  againft  his  life.  Complai- 
fance  in  a  perfon  to  whom  we  hayc  given 
juft  caufe  of  oftcuce  at  our  condud  won¬ 
derfully  engages  us  In  his  favour.  The 
words  of  the  beauteous,  but  unfortu¬ 
nate  Helen,  bear  exprefs  teftimony  to 
what  1  alfert.  Helen,  whom  the  poet 
introduces  thus  lamenting  the  fate  of  the 
valiant  He^or,  whole  body  Priam  had 
then  ranfomed  from  the  Item  Achilles, 
exclaims  thus : 

Ah,  deareft  friend!  in  whom  the  gods  had 
^oin  d 

The  mildeft  manners  with  the  brareft  mind ; 
Now  twice  ten  years  (unhappy  yean)  are  o'er, 
biace  Paris  brought  me  to  the  Trojan  Ihore; 
Yet  was  it  ne'er  my  fate  from  thee  to  find 
A  deed  ungentle,  or  a  word  uokiixL^

Of  the  peevifh  and  morofe  man,  mur- 
murings  and  difeontent  arc  the  conftant 
attendants.  His  diiagreeabie  behaviour 
affedts  all  around  him,  and  reaches  even 
the  moft  diftant  and  meaneft  of  his  fer- 
vaats.  Peace,  on  the  contraiy,  delights 
to  remain  in  the  happy  dwellings  of  the 
complaifant :  contentment  rciidet  at  his 
table :  his  fervants  and  dependants  ad¬ 
mire  and  imitate  his  condua ;  his  agree- 
.able  and  pleating  behaviour  renders  his 
acouaintances  happy,  his  children  happy, 
and  thrice  happy  the  wife  of  bis  bolom.

Few  envy  the  prroljpcritv 
of  the  man  poirefTed  of  this  amiabfe  dil- 
pofition  ;  and  calumny,  even  in  this  de¬ 
generate  age,  will  fcldom  dare  to  lift 
againft  him  her  envenomed  tonrae.  As 
the  grand  fourcc  of  day  diffulet  Tight  and  ° 
heat  over  all  the  nations  of  the  globe,  Co 
does  the  compUlfsnt  man  fliffbie  peace 
and  liappinefs  on  every  ohjed  around 
him.  Ato  how  Ihoukl  it  be  otherwife  f 
for  his  wofdi  diftil  AS  the  fleecy  fnow,  or 
the  dew  of  mant  om  the  ^IMier  herb— 
whilft  his  couUtcnAHoe  is  fetUcd^aid  calm 
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as  the  evening  beam  which,  from  the 
chambers  of  the  weft,  ftiinet  on  Cnim- 
ton*s  ruflet  brow.— In  a  word.  Sir,  as 
the  magnet  attra^  the  pplifhed  ftecl )  as 
Pheebe,  Ocean’s  foaming  waves ;  as  the 
mnd  luminary  the  fun  attra^  to  him- 
felf,  and  confines  in  their  fpheres,  the 
wandering  planets ;  (b  does  compUifaooe 
unite  roan  with  man.  Amiable  difjpofi- 
tion !  Progeny  of  heaven  t  Take  up  m 
my  bread  thy  fettled  refidence :  Tnca^ 
pleating  and  pleated,  fhall  1  quietly  fteal 
through  the  vale  of  humble  life,  and  finilh 
at  laft  my  days  in  a  happy  ferenity.

B£RN1£R  informs  ot  of  a  very  extra* 
ordinary  cuftotn  which  prevails  to 
this  day  in  the  empire  of  the  Mogtd* 

His  im^rial  majefty  is  annually  welglm 
upon  his  birth-^y,  and,  if  it  appeara 
that,  fince  his  former  weighing,  he  has 
made  any  cofifiderable  acc^uifition  of  flefh^ 
it  is  matter  of  public  itjoictngs  throu^- 
out  his  whole  dominions.  Upoo  that 
great  day  too,  his  fubjeds  are  Goliged  to 
make  him  prefents,  w  hich  fcldom  amount 
to  lefs  than  thirty  millioni. 

This  feems  to  be  a  cuftom  which^  like 
many  cuftoms  in  oUier  countries,  is 
merdy  obferved  for  antiqnity  or  fonn- 
fakc  )  but  the  original  pui^ie  for  which 
it  was  at  firft  wifely  eftablifhed  is  either 
neglfded  or  quite  forgotten  |  or  it  is  im- 
pofiible  to  imagine,  that  his  Mogul  ma- 
jefty’s  good  and  loyal  fubjeds  fhottid  find 
fuefa  matter  of  joy  in  the  iitawl  inereafe 
of  their  fovercign’s  materiality,  which 
muft  of  courfe  render  him  left  qualified 
for  the  ftindtions  and  duties  of  his  co- 
vemment ;  fo  that  it  is  more  reaibnabiy 
to  be  prefumed,  that,  at  all  the  oriental 
nations  chiife  to  convey  their  precepumf 
religion,  morality,  and  government  tips' 
hieroj^yphics,  types,  andembiems»  thm 
cuftom  was  ori^nally  aUmrical,  aod-^JIf 
fignified  the  political  incrcaw  of  his 
jefty's  weight  as  to  credit, 
dominion,  which  rolghl 
great  joy  to  his  fahhl 
carry  my  conjedhans  a  i 
impoAble  tMl  Ids  ~~ 
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might  formerly  have  Ikch  a  liniilcJ  one  ; 
the  equal  halancc*  of  which  :t  might  he 
iieecllary  ofo-u  to  examine^  in  tuvler  to 
preferve  i!  in  its  jult  equilibrium;  in 
which  lale,  it  ib  highly  probaUK*  that  his 
inajelty  wiia  weighed  againft  foine  cuun- 
terpoil'e  ;  or,  to  ipeak  plainer,  the  prero¬ 
gative  of  the  prince  urylil  be  examined 
with  relation  to  the  righ.ts  and  privileges 
of  tlic  fubje^t.  What  confirms  me  the 
more  in  this  opinion  is  tiie  ciioice  of  the 
day  for  the  operation.  It  was  hia  facred 
majefly’s-  birth-day— a  day  in  winch  lie 
was  fiip|H)red  loin*  in  good  liumour  ;  and 
the  prefents  were  of  a  nature  to  put  liiin 
in  go«)d  humour,  in  cafe  they  had  not 
fonnil  liiin  fo  ;  w  liich  clrcuiriflances  feein 
to  he  meant  as  prejiaraUiry  fweeteners  to 
.1  ctrenioiiy  that  v.ould  not  ollierwife 
have  l>een  very  agreealile  to  liiin. 

It  will  he  no  objei^tion  to  my  conjec- 
tme  to  alleilge  the  prefent  abfolute  form 
of  that  government,  fince  a  very  little 
kiiowleilge  e’f  hilloiy  will  Ihew  u-,  that 
the  a''folnte  governments  now  in  the 
worlil  have  been  originally  free  ones,  and 
only  bought,  bullied,  or  be.ileu  out  of 
lluir  lilHilIes. 

'1  his  may  very  probably  have  been  the 
calc  in  Imloll.m,  w.Sere  the  iiol»les  and 
reprefentativ  f;.  of  the  people  might  think 
it  both  eivil  .mil  prmlmt  not  to  welgli 
quite  fair  agaiull  l.is  majefty  ;  hut  to 
lighten  lluir  own  le«i!e,  lli.it  he  might 
prepomleiatc  a  litllt.  'J  his  little  by  de- 
grcfs  increaliHl  the  bulk  of  their  fuccef- 
fors,  by  coniimi.tlly  ailding  mofc  and 
more  to  it. 

'riu*  fuperiorlty  c.f  weigl.t  probably 
pleafed  his  rnnieily,  and  gave  him  a  reillJi 
for  more,  which  thefe  grt  at  annual  pre- 
ientf,  fwelling  up  his  eivil  lill,  mahled 
him  the  better  to  gratify,  by  having 
wherewithal  to  corrupt  the  weigherj  on 
l!ie  part  of  the  iHibh.N  and  tlie  f*eople, 
till  by  degrees  the  wliolr  we'ght  w.•t^ 
tliniwu  into  the  royal  Icrde,  wiihunt  any 
counterpo'<'c.  by  fmh  gradalloiis  lliis 
vullom,  origin.ally  eftriblillied  for  ll.e  le- 
<”urity  <»f  the  coiiriitu^ion,  may  Imvc 
dwindled  intimiiueie  poiniMms  t ereino- 
ny,  .tndi  an  expenlive  raree-lhcw,  annual¬ 
ly  exliihlted  U>  a  eo/Aiuti  j>cogdi ,  in  ex¬ 
change  for  tlu*!*'  libertic''. 

Would  1  fi.lh/W  the  ixr.mt.le  of  llie 
inol^  eminent  I  eoiild  fiipport 

thefe  my  critirifms  r.nd  eorje^lmes  by 
innumerable  authorities  both  antic nt  .ind 
iiu'dere,  ard  proNi-,  Iv  yuul  eontudie- 
Uoii.  Ixom  the  uatutal  hiltcry  of  fat,  that 


it  is  iinponible  a  fovereign  can  dcfire  that 
great  increafe  of  his  corporal  bulk,  or'a 
goinl  lubjeCt  rejoice  in  it.  But  1  Iball 
contenl  myfelf  willi  a  few. 

I'.it  and  Itupidlty  are  looked  upon  as 
fuch  iiife[>arablc  coiTipanii>ns,  that  they 
arc  ufed  as  fynunimuus  terms  ;  and 
all  the  projxrtics  of  corporal  mate¬ 
riality,  w  hen  applied  to  the  mind,  inti¬ 
mate  ilownefs,  lieavlnefs,  dullnefs,  and 
fuch-like  tjualiiies.  •  ' 

The  pinguis  .V.hier'va  of  the  antients 
ihetvs  us  their  opinion,  that,  if  even  the 
goddefs  of  arts  and  wifdom  hcrfelf  were 
to  grow  fat,  file  would  grow  ftupid  too  ; 
whicli,  if  lauee  for  a  god  or  gcxldcfs, 
may  furely,  with  all  due  regard,  be  faiicc 
for  a  king  or  queen. 

Iloraee’s  p'iu[:^ue  in^entum^  or  fat  head, 
means  by  the  fame  figure  a  puzzled,  dull, 
impenetrable  one. 

'J'hc  very  air  the  Bccotians  breathed 
was,  from  their  ftnpiUity,  calKd  a  fat 
one  ;  and  at  this  day  a  neighbouring  na¬ 
tion,  not  lefs  eminent  than  the  Boeotians 
for  the  fedalenef^  and  tranquillity  (if 
their  genius,  are  likewife  diftingiiiftied 
by  the  weight  and  circumference  of  their 
bodiei. 

After  thefe  inftances,  it  w’ould  not  on¬ 
ly  be  uneandid,  but  indecent,  to  fuppofc 
that  any  fovereign  wmuld  delrre  to  clog 
and  encumber,' by  a  load  of  fleOi,  thofe 
faculties  upon  wdiofe  clcarnefs  and  qwick- 
nefs  the  welfare  of  his  fiibjc^fs,  and  his 
own  glory,  fo  much  depend  ;  befides 
that  even  bodily  agility  is  highly  necef- 
f.uy  for  a  prince.  A  light,  clever,  active 
monarch  can,  with  more  frecjucncy  and 
celerity,  vifit  his  remottft  dominions, 
w  licre  l.is  prefence  may  often  be  requi¬ 
red.  11  is  niiiitary  operations  too  may 
receive  great  lufiie  and  advantage  from 
the  agility  of  his  perfon  ;  not  to  mention 
what  a  fatal  hindrance  a  prominent  ab¬ 
domen  would  prove  to  his  royal  exerd- 
tations  in  the  fcraglio. 

Having  thus  proved  that  this  cuflom 
mufl  originally  have  been  only  emblema¬ 
tical,  and  never  meant  literally  as  an  an* 
nual  legiller,  or  rather  bill  of  fare,  of 
the  real  pemnds  of  nefli  his  Indian  ma- 
jedy  may  get  or  lofc  in  the  courfeof  a 
year,  let  ns  examine  a  little  whether  this 
ciidoin  may  notdeferve,  in  future  times, 
adoj)tiou  here,  and  be  advantageoufly 
introduced  into  our  coiiftitution.  ^ 

Mclhinks  even  our  conftitution 
points  out  to  us  this  Acry  method  of  pfc* 
ferving  it.  The  three  conftituent 
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of  fiiprcrnc  legin^tivc  power  form  a  ponderate,  that  it  will  be  difficult,  if  not 
kind  of  a  pi)litic.il  tri'anx,  to  each  fcale  irnpofTibie,  t«>  retrieve  it :  Nav,  another 
of  which  a  due  fort  and  proportion  of  cafe  inicjlit  happen  that  would  be  very* 
v/eij'ht , is  wifely  allotte.i»  tii.U  tl*ey  may  ridiculou^i,  which  i»,  if  the  regal  Icale 
all  hang  even*  and  yet,  with  all  (ubtnif-  and  the  popular  fcale,  at  the  two  ejctrc* 
lion  to  A  right  reverend  pn  l.ite,  indc-  mities  of  the  beam,  ihould  both  be  load- 
pendent  of  each  other.  VV^hat  then  more  cd  with  the  fpoils  of  the  middle  one^ 
lutjral  than  .':n  annual  examination  and  that  mid<lle  one  would  ffill  keep  dang- 
inl()etltIon  ot  thi^  triianx  ?  ’  ling,  though  quite  crnpty\ 


inl()etltIon  of  thi' trilanx  : 

That  this  metliod  of  weighing  Hates 
an  I  empires  is  very  ar.tient  appears  from 
IIi»mcr,  who  tells  us,  that  Jupiter  him- 
iL-lt  weighed  the  fates  of  Greece  and 
Troy.  By  what  kind  of  fcile  he  weigh¬ 
ed  tliem,  I  do  not  find,  either  in  KuHa- 
thius,  or  any  other  commentator ;  but 
it  is  only  evident,  by  the  fnle  that  pre¬ 
vailed,  that  it  could  not  be  Troy  weight. 

Such,  I  acknowledge,  is  the  happinefs 
of  our  prefent  tunes — fuclr  the  wifdom 
and  integrity  of  all  thofc  who  now  com- 
pofe  the  legillative  power— and  fiich  the 
nice  equality  of  the  fcales,  that  any  cau¬ 
tion  of  this  nature  would  be  alrogether 
unneceHary  ;  but  comdion  fciife  loitks 
farther,  and  wifely  provides  againft  fu¬ 
ture,  remote,  and  poffible  dangers. 

As  therefore  1  apprehend  no  danger 
this  century,  1  only  propofe  this  mea- 
furc  to  commence  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1800,  when,  as  it  ii  nat)a|d)v  to  be 
prefumed  that  all  the  p<*rf.ui t/fl, which 
the  Icgiflative  power  lhall  be  Compofed, 
will  be  fticli  as  are  now  unborn,  no  b<uly 
can  tell  what  may  happen,  nor  how  nc- 
ceffary  it  may  be  to  weigh  thrm  fre¬ 
quently,  and  with  the  greatefl  exaCtnefs. 
^i'his  too  is  the  more  p'^.idticablc  here, 
becaufe  wc  have  the  balance  of  Europe 
wow  ready  in  oiir  hands  for  the  purpofe. 
We  have  held  it  with  vaft  credit  and 
fuccefs,  and  infinite  advantage  of  I  itc, 
and  no  doubt  Hiall  comimie  hiny  in  pof- 
felfion  o!  it  ;  fo  that  the  legiflature  may 
certainly  borrow  it  of  the  lainiffry  a 
couple  of  days  in  the  year  for  this  do- 
meftic  pMrt)oie. 

In  the  performing  of  this  operation,  it 
feems  abfoliitely  ncceflary  that  alJ  inter- 
cluMgeable  prefents  betwixt  the  parties 


Wliat  has  been  faitl  hitherto  relates 
only  to  metaphorical  weight,  and  is 
mernt  to  recommend  to  the  icrious  care 
and  attention  of  poHcrity  the  preferva- 
tion  of  our  happy  conffitution,  and  to 
advife  them  to  be  watchful  of  any  the 
leaft  innovation  in  any  part  of  it :  But  £ 
am  not  fare  whether  the  real  literal 
weighing  of  many  individuals  may  not 
g.catly  contribute  to  this  good  end  ;  and 
I  am  the  m(»ie  coiifirmetl  iu  this  opinion 
by  a:i  experiment  of  that  kind,  which,  I 
.am  informed;  has  been, lor  fomc  years  laft 
paft,  tried  with  g^rat  fuccefs.  I  am  af- 
fured  that,  in  a  great  hall  at  the  country- 
feat  of  a  very  confitleraWe  perfon  in 
Chridendom,  there  is  a  very  magnificent 
pair  of  man  fcales,  where  the  rnaffer  of 
the  houfe  and  his  numerous  gueffM  arc 
aniiuilly  weighed,  and  are  as  annually 
found  to  incrcafe  immenfely.  This  hiiif, 

1  think,  may  admit  of  great  inuprovc- 
mrnts  :  fomething  of  this  kind,  whether 
fcales  or  Heel -yards,  can  be  moll  advan- 
tagefuifly  made  life  of  the  firfl  and  lalt 
day  of  every  felfion  of  pailiament;  tho' 
in  my  humble  opinion,  the  fcale  muff  he 
found  the  more  ilecrnt  of  the  tw<>,  br- 
caiife  it  mull  appeir  ludicrous,  and  con- 
fcqucntly  turn  the  w'h»le  ceremony  into 
a  kind  of  farce,  to  fee  the  people  of  the 
firfl  rank,  both  in  church  and  ffate, 
dangling  and  fprawling  at  the  end  of  a 
Heel -yard. 

But  it  is  certain,  that,  to  come  fome 
way  or  other  at  the  intrinfic  weight  of 
the  individuals  who  compofe  our  legifla- 
tiire,  and  to  dlllinguiih  exaiflly  betwixt 
that  intrinfic  weight,  and  the  extrancoiii 
weight  they  may  be  apt  to  acquire* 
would  greatly  ten«l  to  prefeeve  a  due 


to  be  weighed  be  ftrictly  prohibilerl,  as  equilibrium  between  the  colledlivc  bo- 
thry  might  give  an  undue  lhare  of  weight  dies  that  form  our  conHitiiti^. 
to  tJie  fca'e  in  which  they  may  be  thrown,  I  muff  own  many  difficuliies  occur  fo

The  peace  between  the  Tlafcalans 
and  Spaniards  w  as  loon  conchnlcd; 
the  former  having  yielded  thcnifclves  as 
vallals  to  the  crown  of  Caftile,  and  en¬ 
gaged  to  alliR  Cortes  in  all  his  future 
operation^. — He  then  advanced  directly 
towards  Mexico,  which  was  only  twenty- 
five  leagues  dillant.  In  cveiy  place  thro* 
which  he  pallid,  he  was  received  as  a 
peifon  p(»ncired  of  fulhcient  power  to 
deliver  the  empire  from  the  opp'dlion 
iiiider  which  it  groaned  ;  and  the  ca- 
zi'.jucs  or  governors,  with  ihe  iinrcferved 
confidence  repofed  in  fuperior  licings, 
communicated  to  him  .ill  the  grievances 
which  they  felt  under  the  tyrannleal  go- 
vernmeiit  of  Montezuma.  Wdicn  Cortes 
firik  obfervtal  the  feeds  of  difeontent  iu 
the  remote  provinces  of  the  rmpiie,  a 
ray  rrf  Im*pe  broke  in  upon  his  mind  ;  but 
when  he  ililcovcrcd  fucli  fymptoius  of 
alienation  from  thtir  monarch  near  the 
feat  of  goveinmeiit,  he  concluded  that 
llic  vital  parts  of  the  conAitution  were 
alTevilcil,  and  conceived  the  moA  fiuguinc 
expedations  of  ovei turning  a  Aate  wliofc 
natural  Arcngth  was  thus  divided  and 
impaired.  While  thofe  rcfletJlioiiH  en¬ 
couraged  the  gem  lal  to  peril  A  in  his  ar¬ 
duous  undertaking,  the  Ibhiicrs  were  no 
lefs  animated  by  obfei  vations  more  ob¬ 
vious  to  their  capacity.  In  dclcendiug 
from  the  mourtaiiis  of  Chaleo,  acroU 
which  the  road  lay,  the  vaA  pU'ii  of 
Mexico  opened  graitually  to  their  view. 
When  they  fiiA  beheld  this  profpetJt,  one 
of  the  moA  linking  and  bcaiili(iil  on  the 
face  of  the  eailli;  when  they  obferyed 
leTtilc  and  cultivated  .fields,  firctchlnis 
VoL.

farther  than  the  eye  cou’d  reacli  ;  wlieil 
tiuy  faw  a  lake  tefembling  Ihe  fea  in  ex¬ 
tent,  encompalfed  with  large  towns,  and 
d  fcoveietl  ilie  capital  city  l  ifing  upon  an 
illand  in  the  middle,  adornetl  with  its 
tcmr  lcs  ami  tin  rets  ;  the  fccne  to  lai  ex¬ 
celled  their  imagination,  that  fonie  be- 
lieveil  the  fancilul  defcripiioiis  cf  ro¬ 
mance  were  rcalizcil,  and  thatits  inchan* 
ted  palaces  and  gilded  ilomes  were  pre- 
fented  to  their  figl  t ;  others  cnuld  hard¬ 
ly  perfmule  tlicmfelves  that  this  nondei- 
fiil  fpeiJlaclc  w;is  any  thing  more  than  .t 
dream.  As  they  ailv.inceil,  their  doubts 
w(  re  removed,  but  their  amazement  in- 
rreafed.  They  v  ere  now  fully  falisfied 
that  the  country  was  lich  lx.yond  any 
conception  which  they  had  formed  of  it, 
and  nattered  themfilvcs,  that  at  icrglli 
they  fhould  obtain  an  ample  lecompcncc 
for  all  their  ferviccs  and  luAetiiigs. 

No  enemy  hail  yet  appeared  to  oppole 
tlifir  progrefs,  though  fcvcral  cireuin- 
Aances  oi’curred  which  led  tlicm  to

tuation,  which  feerns  to  Ik:  unaccount¬

Wiirn  they  drew  near  the  city,  al)t)ut 
a  thoiif.utd  petfonR,  \v!n>  a{)pe€ired  to  be 
of  difliiu^ion,  c  MTV*  forth  to  rrk*et  them, 
aclorntil  with  plumes,  and  clad  in  mantles 
ot  fine  C(itton.  Each  of  thefe,  in  hist^r- 
der,  paifcjl  by  Cortes,  and  lalutcd  him 
according  to  the  motk*  deemed  molt  re- 
fpc«^ttul  and  fnhmiiTive  in  their  country, 
i'ncy  armonneed  the  approach  of  Mon¬ 
tezuma  himlelf,  and  foon  after  his  har- 
bingei*  came  in  light.  There  appeared 
hrft  two  lain  Ired  perfons  in  an  uniform 
drefs,  wilh  large  plumes  of  feathers,  alike 
in  fadiiun,  marching  two  and  two  in 
d.'e  lih’nce,  baretVwnted,  with  their  eyes 
fixed  <*n  the  ground,  Thefe  wcic  tol- 
lowet!  by  a  company  of  higlier  rank,  in 
their  moll  fliowy  apparel,  in  the  midlt  of 
wliom  was  Montezuma,  in  a  chair  or  lit¬ 
ter  nclily  ornamented  with  gold,  and 
feilhe»->  of  varifMis  colours.  Four  (jf  his 
principal  favourites  carried  him  on  tlicir 
fljonldirs,  others  fnpported  a  c  ini^py  of 
curious  workm..nIhip  over  his  hra<l. 
Before  him  marched  three  oflicers  with 
rods  of  g'dd  in  their  hands,  which  they 
lifted  up  oTi  high  at  certain  intervals,  and 
at  that  lignal  all  the  pcof)!e  bowed  their 
lu  ads,  and  hid  their  laces,  as  unworthy 
to  lo«)k  on  lb  great  a  m»>naiTh.  When 
he  drew  near,  Cortes  difmoun’ed,  ad¬ 
vancing  towards  him  with  oflicjons  halic, 
and  in  a  refpe<Jtful  pjjAiire.  A»  tlie  fame 
time  Montezuma  aliglit^  from  hischair, 
and  leaping  on  the  arms  of  two  (  f  his 
near  relation**,  appioaclud  with  a  flow 
and  di.'ltly  pace,  his  attendants  covering 
the  Arcets  with  cotton  cloths,  that  he 
might  not  touch  the  ground.  Ciw^es 
acct*.tctl  h‘m  with  a  pr. ‘found  icvercnct, 
afur  t-'c  Knropear  f  Ih.inn.  He  rt turn¬ 
ed  the  1  dutatii)n,  ncctiiilmg  to  the  mrde 
of  hi*;  c*UMitry,  by  toucivng  the  earth 
with  his  hand,  and  then  kifTmg  it.  I'his 
ceremony,  the  ciiAomarv  exprelTion  of 
Tcvcrcr.ee  from  inferiors  towards  thofe 
who  were  above  them  in  rank,  appeared 
fuch  amazing  condefeerfion  in  a  proud 
monarch,  who  fcarcoly  deigncil  to  corfi- 
der  tlie  reft  of  mankind  .is  of  the  lame 
fpceies  with  himfclf,  that  all  his  fubjeds 
fitmly  believed  thofe  perfons,  before 
whom  lu*  luimblrd  himfclf  in  this  man- 
rtr,  to  be  tonuthing  more  than  human. 
Aect'rdingly,  they  marched  through 
the  croud,  the  f^paniavds  frctpientlv*  and 
vith  much  fatisfacllun,  heard  tlicrafcWcs 


denominated  Tcuksy  or  divinities.  Nb- 
thing  m.atcrial  palled  in  this  firfl  inter¬ 
view.  iMt>nte/uma  condikted  Cortes  to 
the  tjuaiters  which  he  had  prepared  for 
his  reception,  and  immediately  took 
leave  of  him,  with  a  poliienefs  not  un- 
w’orthy  of  a  court  more  refined.  “  You 
are  now  ,*’  fays  he,  “  with  your  brothers, 
in  your  own  houfe  ;  refrelh  yourfclves 
after  your  fatigue,  and  be  happy  until  I 
return.”  The  place  allottetl  to  the  Spa¬ 
niards  for  their  lotiging  w;is  a  houfe  built 
by  the  father  of  Montezuma.  It  v/as 
furrounded  by  a  ftone-wall,  with  towers 
at  proper  diftauces,  w  hich  fervtd  for  die* 
fence  as  well  as  for  ornament,  and  its  a- 
p.irtnwnts  and  courts  were  fo  large  as  to 
accommodate  both  tlw  Snam'anls  and: 
their  Indian  allies.  The  firft  care  of 
Cortes  was  to  take  precautions  for  his 
fecurity,  by  planting  the  artillery  fo  as  to 
command  the  difiVrent  avenue.s  which 
led  to  it,  hv  appointing  a  large  divifiori 
of  his  troops  to  Iv  alw'ays  on  guard,  and 
by  polling  cciui.  els  at  proper  ftations, 
with  injunctions  tc»  obferve  tlie  fame  vi¬ 
gilant  difcipli'  C  as  if  they  were  within 
light  of  an  enc*^'.y*s  cair.p. 

In  the  evening  Montezuma  returned 
to  vifit  his  gucll.*  with  the  fame  pomp  as 
in  tl'.e  firit  interview,  and  brought  pre- 
fents  of  fiich  v.iliie,  not  only  to  Cortes 
and  to  iiis  olfictrs,  but  even  to  the  private 
men,  as  proved  the  liluvality  of  the  mo¬ 
narch  to  be  fuitable  to  the  opulence  of 
liiskingdom.  A  long  conference  crifucd, 
in  w  hich  Cortes  learned  wliat  was  the  o- 
pinion  of  Moutez-uma  with  refpedt  to  the 
Spaniards.  It  was  an  cltablilhcd  tradi¬ 
tion,  he  told  him,  among  the  Mexicans, 
that  their  ancctlors  c.ame  (  riginally  from 
a  remote  region,  and  conquered  the  pro¬ 
vinces  now*  fubjecl  to  his  dominion  ;  that 
after  they  were  fettled  there,  the  great 
captain  who  condiictcil  this  colony  re¬ 
turned  to  his  own  country,  promiling, 
that  at  fome  future  period  his  defees- 
dants  llir.uld  vifit  them,  alTume  the  go¬ 
vernment,  and  reform  tlieir  conliitutiori 
and  laws  ;  th.it,  from  wh.it  he  had  heard 
and  fecn  of  Cortes  and  his  followers,  he 
was  convinced  that  they  were  the  very 
perfons  whole  appearance  their  tradi¬ 
tions  and  prophecies  taught  them  to  cx- 
pc«it;  that  .accordingly  he  had  received 
them,  not  as  ftrangers,  but  as  relation!

^yd,  Kupolis,  who  attempts  to  entertain 
us  with  fngufar  it  fiances  of  the  cunning  of 
Foxes,  is,  as  I  conjecture,  a  very  young 
writer,  and  if  fo,  he  may  not  be  incorri¬ 
gible  :  I  earaeftly  recommend  to  him  the 
fame  advice  1  have  offered  to  Scipio,  as 
indeed  he  ftands  much  m  >re  in  need  of  it. 
He  wholly  lofes  light  of  propriety,  and 
feems  to  think  (an  error  not  uncommon) 
that  ffne  writing  conAfts  in  odd  and  af¬ 
fected  expreflfion.  1  will  addrefs  to  fuch 
writer.s  the  words  of  FalAafT :  “  Pray 
thee,  Piftol,  f|)eak  like  a  man  of  this 
world.*'  Some  quotations  from  the 
piece  may  ferve  as  examples,  not  unedi¬ 
fying  nor  unentertaining,  of  an  affeCted 
and  unnatural  ftilc. — Hc-tells  us  a  very 
Ample  adventure,  that  juft  before  the 
fox  was  taken,  being  out  of  breath,  he 
leaped  after  him  through  a  hcilge,  and 
fell  in  the  further  ditch,  by  which  he 
was  faddly  fcratched  and  bedaubed  with 
mire;  aiul  he  iifes  thefe  words  for  the 
defeription  :  “  Before  1  could  penetrate 
a  thorn  hedge  with  the  effufuin  of  blood, 
crawl  o%er  a  broad  miry  ditch  with  the 
addition  of  fome  gilding  to  my  cloaths, 
and  arrive  within  viAon  of  the  chace  at 
the  expence  of  much  refpiratJon,  the 
fport  was  terminated  by  the  capture  of 
roynard,  who,  like  myfelf,  was,  to  !»e 
ftirc,  alive,  but  horribly  foileil,  mangled, 
and  out  of  breath.'*— Again,  he  tells 
another  very  fimplc  ftory,  as  how  a  cun¬ 
ning  fox  hid  himfcif  under  the  geefe  he 
had  flaugbtered,  and,  whea  the 


were  lifted,  made  his  efcape  from  the 
hunters,  who  fearched  for  him  in  the 
parfon's  hen-houfe  ;  which  adventure 
he  thus  exprelTcs ;  “  When  taking  up 
the  flaughtered  geefe,  out  Hole  from  Irelow 
them  the  cunning  objeCt  of  their  anxious 
exploration  ( Apjgltce,  the  fox),  and  hid 
good  night  to  his  enemies  in  full  fafety.*^ 
He  concludes  in  the  fame  curious  ftile,  to 
tell  you,  Mr  Printer,  that  you  may  think 
his  narntivc  becomes  tedious ;  and  he 
chufes  to  exprefs  himfelf  in  tlwfe  exem¬ 
plary  words :  **  But  I  am  afraid  by  this 
time,  Mr  Printer,  you  will  think  my 
literary  puriuit  fu/Aciently  protracted, 
&c.** 

4th,  St ri flares  on  Prq/litution^  by  Rea* 
funenfis  (an  odd  name).  There  is  fome- 
thing  pathetic,  romantic,  and  fadly-plea- 
fuig  in  this  piece.  1  have  fecn  variotw 
feenes  in  our  modern  luivcls  w  hich  arc 
not  painted  better,  and  have  met  with 
many  rea<lers  and  much  applaufc.  Yet, 

1  iiiuft  obferve,  that  fome  of  his  expref- 
Aone  are  too  quaint,  atid  I  like  not  the 
following;  “  She  lifted  up  an  e)T  which, 
though  bathed  in  tears,  daited  Are 
enough  to  kindle  even  an  hermit's  age- 
frozen  breaft  to  delirc.** 

%th.  The  character  of  a  mighty  good 
fort  of  a  woman  is  excellent,  and  would 
make  that  week's  Magazine  a  penny¬ 
worth,  if  you  add  to  it  the  extract  from 
Dr  Robrrtfon's  Hiftory,  though  it  h.id 
contained  nothing  elfc,  and  the  liuino- 
rons  cflay  on  the  Organs  of  Hearing  it 
much  fo,  and  a  very  good  thing  into  the 
bargain. 

I  fay  nothing  of  your  critics  upon  Ly- 
cidas,  for  I  deal  not  in  hypcrcriticifm. 
And  as  to  your  poetry,  I  can  commend 
none  of  It,  except  the  favourite  Kijfing 
Song,  whicli  I  take  to  be  an  antient  one 
by  this  charaClerinic,  that  it  hat  naiiteU 
and  natural  humour ;  whereat  almoA  all 
our  daily  fongt  are  Ally  in  the  matter 
and  affected  in  the  words.
